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| CLASS HISTORY 


CLASS like a country having life and unity makes creditable history. 
Never before has a class with more spirit and less dissension gone through 
our High School. Though the historian lacks space and ability to do justice 

to his class, the fame of “ 1900” will be passed on traditionally from generation 
to generation. 

We were an exceptional class from the beginning. Of course, when we 
entered, September, 1896, we were Freshmen, but remarkable ones, for we felt our 
dignity and often heard the Seniors say: “Му, those Freshies are smart!” In 
| two weeks we knew more Latin and German than the Juniors. For a time 
strange questions were asked about Mr. Warriner, but we soon found out he was 
all right, for we were given plenty of opportunities to interview him in his office. 

Miss Trueblood, our first session-room teacher, did not remain with us long, 
because no lady-teacher could endure the musie of those iron-rods. Before the 
end of the year we heartily wished she had remained, for soon after Mr. Cook 
came that ** iron-rod orchestra" stopped playing and Freshman frolies were made 
miserable. On the day of presidential election we were all allowed to vote, even 
the girls, and MeKinley carried the school overwhelmingly. "Though it was in 
April when we elected class officers, we were firmly organized long before, and 
Zella Frank was unanimously elected class president. During the year we had 
two sessions which were inconvenient for teachers, lazy girls and industrious boys. 
Thus passed the ordeal of Freshman life with all its taunts and jeers, and June 
gave us a much needed rest. 

In September, ’97, we came back Sophomores, much older and wiser, but 
revengeful and ready to make life а burden for the new Freshmen. Our 
members had greatly decreased; many had left school, and some others had 
evidently liked Freshman life too well, for they still remained behind. 

We held our class meeting earlier this year, and Charles Peters was elected 
president. At a continuation of this meeting a few days after, “1900” drew up 
a eonstitution which every member of the class signed. The purpose of the 
constitution was, as stated in it, to afford closer friendship between class 
members. As a compliment to our constitution and our many important 
meetings, Mr. Warriner said in chapel one morning that he had never seen a 
better organized class. 

In May the faculty decided to give the school self-government, as an 
experiment, the remainder of the year. Many meetings were held relative to 
this and officers elected for the different boards. Self-government must have 
been too good a thing for scholars, as none was tried after the experiment. 

May was an easy month. War had been declared, and we were off many 
different days to bid our soldier boys farewell. James Passmore and Milton 
Benedict, of “1900”, enlisted and endured the hardships of war in Cuba. We 
held our final Sophomore meeting on the afternoon of May 26, at which several 
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members of the class participated in rendering an interesting program.—June 
again arrived and completed the smaller half of High School life. 

Once more with autumn we came back, this time with a sense of pride, for we 
were Juniors. We had the * magnum caput," no doubt, but thanks, it was full. 
Alllatent ability now broke forth and we became the leading class in school. 
The offices of all societies were soon filled by “ 1900” boys and girls. 

At the first meeting Norman Rupp was elected president and Alma Wand- 
schneider vice-president. Early in the season the question of giving a * Junior 
Hop" came before us. Having noticed the bad effects on other classes, we 
emphatically vetoed the project, which action has done much to allay class 
dissension. We did not, however, fail to have a social event. One evening in 
February Max Heavenrich opened his house to the class and a most enjoyable 
evening was spent. At a meeting this month, class-colors were decided upon as 
“blue and gold," and a banner was made which had an “ exceptionally " peculiar 
shape. 

The appointments were made much later than in previous years. Nita 
Meyer and Alma Wandschneider received first places. They and the ten other 
appointees had much difficulty in deciding what the exhibition should be, but 
finally all submitted to Mr. Warriner's plan of delivering essays and orations. 
The exhibition, a suecess in every way, was given on the evening of May fifth. 


The rest of the year was devoted mainly to oratory. Many boys of the 
class prepared orations for the Lyceum Contest and the School Contest, whose 
winner was to represent the High School at the meeting of the Peninsular 
Oratorieal League in Bay City. Norman Rupp did nobly for his class by 
winning first place in the Lyceum Contest, and second place in the other. 


In May the Seniors were attempting to get out an * Aurora," but they were 
too slow, so several * 1900 " boys took hold of the matter and set forth а “799 
(burlesque) Aurora," far superior to the real one. The sale of this paper at three 
dollars per copy was exceedingly large and the proceeds were used to bury the 
class of 799. Late this month Mr. Warriner took the entire school, like a large 
family out for an airing, to the State Capital. A train was chartered and the 
whole day was spent at Lansing.—The last social event of the year was the 
“ 1900 ” reception tendered the class of 799, at the home of Miss Esther Stewart. 
There we received the Senior-horn which now awaits our disposal to the class 
of 1901. 

On the last evening of the year several “1900” boys attended the 
graduating exercises with the intention of giving them a tin-horn Eo 
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but а blue-coated gentleman at the door told them something which frustrated 
their plans. Thus ended our most eventful year. 

When we returned in September, '99, our sense of dignity as well as the class 
itself had greatly changed, for we were Seniors. A great change had also taken 
place in the management. Mr. Warriner now became superintendent and Mr. 
Cook principal. For a time * 1900" programs were somewhat confused, but 
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Mr. Cook finally arranged them and everything has since run smoothly under 
his control. 

At our meeting for election of officers in September, Vincent Weadock was 
elected president and Franklin Bastian vice-president. Our next meeting was in 
October at which the new officers were installed and committees to choose elass- 
flower, class-motto, and design for class-pin were appointed. These committees 
reported later in the year. The American Beauty was chosen as elass-flower and 
the Latin motto, “Ut Prosim" was accepted. Nothing more of great importance 
happened until January, when several meetings were held for the election of the 
Aurora Board. In March the design for а pin was approved and soon class 
members were wearing the emblem. The * 1900” pin is one of the most artistic 
and durable pins ever worn by a High School elass. 

April eame with its oratory and athletics; in both “1900” took all honors 
in the Lyceum and in the final School Contest. А. УУ. Heavenrich took first 
place and Norman Rupp second. “1900” also won in a field-day with 
the classes of 1901 and 1902, by a score of sixty-eight to fifty-two. This 
ends the list of most important events during our four years of High School life. 

The one great event which is soon to happen will need no recordiug. When 
the last and best class of this grand century departs from Saginaw's High School, 
it will be an event long remembered by the people of this city. And when, with 
High School duties over, graduation separates the members from one another, let 
not that bond of mutual friendship of the class of ““ 1900 " be forgotten.

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CLASS ORATION. 


THE HERO OF PEACE. 


EROISM, in the minds of most people, is connected with physical courage, 
and the hero is thought to be the man who fights and dies for military 
glory. True, courage is an essential element in greatness, but it is more 

than physieal. The world calls Napoleon one of the greatest characters in 
history. His generalship is unquestioned. He possessed the rare power of 
making all men subservient to his will. He was never daunted by obstacles, and 
was untiring in carrying out his purpose. Не possessed physical courage. But 
study him as a man; Napoleon's controlling desire was to achieve fame; his 
selfish ambition was personal glory, not the good of the nation. In his concep- 
tion, Napoleon was France and France was Napoleon. Even in the advanced 
civilization of today selfishness is too apparent. Why is the life-blood of Boer 
and Briton staining erimson the sands of Southern Africa?  Plunged into a 
deadly struggle by the money interests of a few men, thousands of lives are being 
sacrificed to appease the goddess, Selfishness. Why are American soldiers dying 
today in the far-distant Philippines? Because Aguinaldo's selfishness asserts it- 
self in determined ambition to rule his people. 

Is greatness emanating from selfishness ever true greatness? True greatness 
is measured not by the verdict of popular sentiment; not by the power one 
acquires over his fellow-men, but by the benefits conferred upon others; by the 
degree in which a man uplifts the human race. Unselfishness is the key-note of 
human greatness. Far nobler is he who lives for others than he who lives for 
himself; far greater the man who uses his ability to aid humanity than the man 
who seeks to enrich himself by plundering others. 

In time of war, heroes are called upon to risk their lives in their country's 
service; in times of peace, men are needed who will sacrifice personal interest to 
insure their country's welfare; who will recognize their duty, and render loyal 
service to the state. Every man owes something of his best self to his country. 
Some men are endowed by their Creator with greater gifts than others. But the 
keener the intellect, the more pronounced the talents one possesses, the deeper 
are the responsibilities devolving upon him. А nation has an inherent claim to 
the services of her great men. By her laws, they are protected in life and 
- property. In developing their characters and training their minds in her free 
institutions, she lays the stepping-stones by which they mount to fame and 
honor. And when they have passed away, when the flame of their personality 
has been extinguished, the very monuments that perpetuate their greatness are 
erected by the nation in their memory. 

Nothing is needed more in the American republie today than a reform in the 
government of her great cities. Many dangers are apprehended which in time 
may undermine our institutions. But as hidden reefs and shoals unmarked on 
charts are most dreaded by mariners, so the dangers least apparent are often 
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fraught with greatest peril to our national existence. In many cities the municipal 
corporations have become so corrupt that they are but the tools of dishonest and 
unserupulous politicians, who for private gain destroy the happiness and welfare of 
the people.. If the evil elements in our cities assert а supremacy over the good, if 
the least fit members of the community continue to exereise authority, the fate of 
the republie is as inevitable as was the fate of the republies of old. This condition 
must not continue. The responsibility rests with the people. When every citizen 
from the working-man to the capitalist, awaking from his stupor, recognizes the 
danger, and feels а personal responsibility in the matter; when the voters in 
municipal elections lay aside personal feelings, ignore party principles, and place 
consistent and courageous men in authority, one of the greatest dangers 
confronting the nation will sink forever below the political horizon. 

The needs of our American cities today demand men who will step forward 
and make a personal sacrifice for the publie good ; men who will dare enforce the 
laws regarding munieipal affairs. 


** High-minded men— 
Men who their duties know, but know their rights, 
And knowing. dare maintain." 


Firm and immovable as the Egyptian pyramids, these heroes of peace must 
resist the torrent of public sentiment and endure the tempest of slander and 
abuse. They will see their friends desert them until they stand alone and unpro- 
tected ; they may suffer ostracism from society ; and their financial interests may 
be shattered. But sustained and strengthened by an overwhelming sense of right 
and duty they will finally triumph over the eontending elements and bestow last- 
ing benefits upon their fellow-men. Unselfishness will conquer selfish- 
ness; right will subdue wrong; and citizenship will attain a higher 
meaning. 

In the home, in business, in society, in almost every department of life 
heroes сап eonstantly find service—not men who can save the single life of the 
individual, but men who can affect the lives and happiness of untold millions. 
If there were more heroes among the richer classes there would be far less 
suffering among the poor. If the capitalists were more unselfish, trusts and 
monopolies would not exist; and America would not be darkened by this 
lowering cloud which threatens to obscure the sunlight of prosperity and to . 
envelop the nation in inky blackness. 

T'he ideal publie servant should work not for himself but for the community; 
not for the improvement of an organized body in society, but for the good of the 
aggregate whole. The more he forgets his own interests in the interests of 
others, the more he disregards his personal desires in the service of his fellow- 
men, the more unselfish his patriotism, the nobler his heroism, the truer his 
greatness. Examples of true heroism in publie affairs are only too uncommon. 
Few better can be found than in the life and work of Colonel George E. Waring. 
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Some men have had grander opportunities than he had, yet no man ever 
entered public service under more discouraging circumstances. His friends tried 
to dissuade him from his undertaking; the Republicans ridieuled him; Tammany 
abused him; and scepticism and doubt assailed him on every side. But this 
undaunted hero, like the mighty oak which, standing high upon the mountain's 
side, heeds not the north-wind's piercing blasts, weathered the storms of public 
indignation and faithfully performed his duty. Thousands of people in New 
York today are stronger, happier and better for his having lived among them. 
Thousands of men and women are passing up and down the streets today, who 
but for his unselfish labor would now be lying in nameless and neglected 
graves. Let these human lives stand as living monuments to his greatness. 


For centuries Cuba has been a breeding-place of plague and pestilence.

The entire world has been paying an awful tribute in human life to the fevers 

emanating from her low unhealthful shores. No nation is more endangered than 

the United States. Her immense coast-line and proximity to Cuba alike ex- 

pose her to this deadly contamination. 


Stirred by a love of action, inspired with patriotism and actuated by a deep 
sense of duty to humanity, Colonel Waring volunteered his services, entered the 
fever-stricken districts of Havana and penetrating into the very strongholds of 
disease and death, daily exposed himself to plague and fever. To storm an 
enemy's fort in the face of a galling fire, or to charge up a hill held by a 
hostile regiment requires bravery, but to risk one's life by constant exposure to 
yellow-fever demands courage beyond computation. The hero in war is inspired 
by everything dear to him. He listens to the stirring words of his officers, 
exhorting him by all that he loves, his home, his family and his country. He sees 
the flag he has loved and reverenced from boyhood borne proudly before him; 
and carried away by excitement, he rushes forward and wins the day. Colonel 
Waring saw no waving flag, heard no stirring words or bugle-call to spur him 
on to deeds of valor. His bravery was not caused by impulse, it was the result of 
profound conviction. Reason, not sentiment, controlled his action. 

Five days after reaching his home he succumbed to yellow-fever. His brief 
but tragic service in Cuba proved a climax to a life of usefulness. The man him- 
self is dead, but his personality has stamped itself indelibly on the minds and 
thoughts of his countrymen. He left his work undone, but thousands of willing 
hands will begin where he left off and carry out the task he so nobly begun. If 
his plans are adopted Cuba will be emancipated from disease; yellow-fever will 
be exterminated forever from the American continent; and the people of the 
United States will be as safe from the encroachments of this harbinger of death 
as they are now protected by their coast-defences against an armed invasion. 

This is the history of but one man. We all shall not have the opportunities 
for service he had, we cannot all accomplish what he did, but each one, rich or 
poor, high or low, may be a hero in times of peace; each individual can con- 
tribute his share to the welfare of the State and the happiness of his fellow-men. 
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Аз in the coral plant, each little polyp lives, struggles, and finally gives its tiny 
life that the whole structure may grow and flourish through its death ; so every 
American should give of his personality to his country, that the world may be 


better and his nation greater for his having lived and died.

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SOCIAL COLUMN: 


EN or fifteen years ago, had anything of a social nature to be given in 
connection with the High School been suggested, the suggestion would 
have been treated with scorn by the school authorities, or else overlooked 

as unworthy of the slightest notice; it being an understood fact that anything 
of such a character would merely distract the minds of the pupils and cause 
ill-prepared recitations without accomplishing any good. Now, what a change! 
Hardly a month passes by during which some entertainment affording more or 
less amusement to the students is not given. And is it in any way detrimental 
to the welfare of the school or scholars ? On the contrary, lessons are learned 
and recited with new zeal and new interest on account of these recreations. So 
it is with pleasure and not with any feeling of neglected duties that we tell of 
the many good times we have had during this last, our Senior year. 

The first social event of the season which was of interest in connection with 
the High Sehool was the informal hop given by the Athletic Association early in 
the fall at Dunk Hall. It was a very merry crowd which gathered there and all 
seemed to have a good time. 

The next party anticipated so eagerly, not only by the Juniors but by the 
entire school, was the renewed annual Junior Hop. The Masonie Temple was 
decided upon as the place best fitted for the grand occasion. The hall was taste- 
fully decorated with smilax and palms, the red and white electrie lights, symbolic 
of the class colors, making an exceedingly pretty effect. Couches and rugs at 
the sides of the hall gave ita very cosy appearance. Dancing was enjoyed until 
one o'elock, when all agreed that they had passed a most delightful evening. 

The Hop was held December 1, somewhat sooner than usual, but this only 
made everyone more impatient for the Lambda Sigma Ball to be held December 
27, 1899. Nor were they disappointed in the expectation with which they 
awaited it. Yard after yard of delicate blue and white bunting was draped 
around the spacious hall, the platform was banked with palms which nearly 
obscured the divans and the refreshing punch-bowl, and the program with 
which the orchestra, seated in the back gallery, furnished the dancers 
was delightful. Between dances ices were served, and at twelve a 
delieious supper served in the dining hall, was enjoyed by all, after 
which dancing was continued until three, when the merry throng 
declared that they had never enjoyed themselves more, and that it had 
been what could only be expected of the Greek-letter boys—the 
prettiest and pleasantest party of the season. 

On January 26, 1900, the Athletie Association gave another hop 
at McCormick Hall, which in the opinion of all who were present by 
far excelled the former one, all seeming to have such a jolly time. 
After this series of balls and hops came a number of entertainments, which 
although not strietly social, afforded much pleasure both to the High School 
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students and to others not members of the school. The first two of this series 
were musicales, one given by the Girls’ Columbian Literary Society, the other by 
the class of '01. The former was a Mendelssohn program which was greatly 
enjoyed by the audience. The attendance was large, a fact which pleased the 
girls very much, as they had worked hard to make the affair a success and 
deserved to be appreciated. The Junior musicale was held several weeks later. 
The attendance was not so large asat the preceding one, but the program was 
excellent and no less enjoyed. 

| On April 7, 1900, the G. C. L. 8. gave their annual reception to 
the Lyceum and the Faculty at Germain's Temple of Music. The 
hall was prettily decorated, doing justice to the efforts of the 
members of the society. Dancing was the leading feature of this 
memorable evening. 

An event of much importance to the school was the Junior 
Exhibition, given by the class of '01, March 16, 1900. As those 
who spoke were understood to be the best, chosen from the entire 
class, no surprise was felt at the good work done; still the literary 
merit and the excellence of the delivery of most of the orations 
caused the enthusiastic audience to feel a pardonable pride for their friends. The 
names of those taking part in the exercises and the subjects of their essays were 
as follows:

Durimg the month of April there was much excitement in the school 
concerning the Oratorieal Contests, and much wondering and conjecturing as to 
who would represent Saginaw at Detroit. It was finally decided, but not with- 
out diffieulty, as all the contestants spoke so well. In the school preliminary in 
which five partieipated, Roy Jennings was given the highest rank, and in the 
Lyceum Contest Arthur Heavenrich was awarded the first prize. In both 
preliminaries the contestants spoke admirably, and the literary merit of all the 
papers showed that the students had put much time and thought upon the 
various subjects. But the final contest was the one looked forward to with the 
most eagerness. It was held, as were the others, in the school auditorium, and in 
spite of the rain there was a good attendance. The winners of the two pre- 
liminaries and several other members of the school took part. Although the 
improvement in the delivery of each oration was remarkable, it was evident that 
the decision lay between Arthur Heavenrich and Norman Rupp. When the 
report of the judges was read it was found that there was a tie between the two 
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contestants both in rank and percentage. However, several days later it was 
discovered that a plus-mark had been overlooked which changed the rank and 
gave the decision to Heavenrich. 

This brief review of the social side of the High School forms a striking 
contrast with the past years of the school, when the bearded Senior, although 
devoting all his time to study, mastered no more languages and sciences than 
we of to-day. It is with vast benefit then that we enjoy rest and diversion from 
the duties required of us at school, not only for recreation's sake, but also for the 
experience we gain from successfully managing our own little affairs. And so a 
judicious amount of amusement in the social world, mingled with ambitious and 
steady school-work, will harm no student, but on the contrary, will refine and 
broaden him in many ways.

RECORD. 
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ATHLETIC REVIEW. 


HE development of athletics in the past few years under the skilful 
management of the * Athletic Association " has been so marked that it 
seems necessary to devote a portion of our "Aurora" to detailing its 

achievements. 

In reviewing the subject of athleties in their regular order, the ehrysanthe- 
mum headed athletes come first. The foot-ball season opened with most encourag- 
ing prospects, fully twenty men turning out for practice in the first weeks. Бу 
dint of hard work and the untiring efforts of our coach, Otto M’Cutcheon, the Ist 
team was able to appear on the gridiron in October, for a game against the 2nd 
team. At the first meeting of the Board of Control, E. McLeod was chosen captain, 
and through his skilful management the 2nd team was defeated by a close score 
of 12 to 7. Perhaps to some of our more critical readers this game will not seem 
such a great vietory, but when they learn that the 2nd team on that day included 
college men, they will look at it in a far more ereditable light. 

On the following Saturday we won our first schedule game by administering 
a crushing defeat to the West Side High School. During this game our inter- 
ference was irresistible and time and again our backs, M’Cutcheon, McLeod, and 
Holzheimer tore through the line for 10 or more yards gain. At the end of 
the first half our more skilful playing was shown by the fact that we had scored 
12 points while our opponents had scored none. The final score was 23 to 0 in 
our favor. 

The following week the team practised with unusual vigor in anticipation of 
a game with Owosso on the coming Saturday, to be the first of the Interscholastie 
League games in our section. On that eventful Saturday our team lined up 
against Owosso with set jaws and look of grim determination. Alas! sad to 
relate, all hopes of “Saginaw” winning the pennant fled from the hearts of the 
“ rooters " when, after 3 downs the ball was given to Owosso, whose right half- 
back making a 60-yard run scored the first and only touch-down of the game. 
After this astonishing play * we" settled down to steady work, and owing to the 
tackling of Weadock and Baillie, “Sag's star ends,” all danger from those 
quarters was destroyed. In this game Saginaw's weak points were plainly 
shown, especially in their offensive work. 'lhe score at the end was 4—0 in favor 
of Owosso, but the hearts of Saginaw's boys were gladdened when they learned 
that one of Owosso's players was ineligible, thus forfeiting the game to Saginaw. 

A week later our team went to Flint and was defeated by the “Flint 
Dummies” by a score of 11—0. During the first half our team by a series of 
center-bucks pushed the ball over the line for a touch-down. M’Cutcheon kicked 
goal, making the score 6—5 in our favor, the * Dummies" also having made a 
touch-down. The playing of our team in the second half showed their lack of 
training as they were pushed from one end of the field to the other, worn out by 
the hard work of the first half. 
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On the ten o'elock train, November 18, as worthy a crowd as ever represented 
Bay City arrived here to contest on the gridiron for supremacy over our boys. 
At three o'clock we lined up against them and began the hardest fought battle 
of the season, Bay City being far heavier and nearly all veterans at the game, 
The first half both teams played with unusual quickness and put up a very 
snappy game; but our opponents, having the advantage, made a touch-down 
after a fierce struggle. When the whistle blew for the second half, our team 
lined up with a determination to do or die. When they obtained the ball, with 
many brilliant plays by Weadock, Hanks, McIntyre and Winkler, it was 
advanced to B. C.'s 20-yard line but was there lost on a fumble. Bay City, after 
two attempts at end runs, kicked to our 40-yard line and there again began 
Saginaw's scientific playing, made possible by Kerns’ accurate passing. McLeod, 
Holzheimer, Weadock and Baillie each in turn skirted “ В. C.’s” ends for long 
gains, while M'Cutcheon, Hanks, and Melntyre did marvelous work in hitting the 
line. Still Nemesis’ luck favored the down-river boys, for when Saginaw was on 
Bay City's 10-yard line, referee Bishop called the game on aecount of darkness. 
Thus ended one of the greatest battles ever fought on a Saginaw gridiron, with 


a final score of Bay City 4, Saginaw 0. 


On November 25 we brought the Flint High School team here to play the 
last schedule game of the season. The teams began their contest about 2.30 P. м., 
and the work of our boys during the next hour was better than ever seen before. 
From the blowing of the referee's whistle to the finish they were “in it" at every 
stage of the game, and the “ giants" from Flint went down before the terrific 
onslaught of our team as the full grown grain in Autumn before the farmers' 
scythe. Every member of the team played a faultless game, Baillie and 
Weadock distinguishing themselves by their brilliant tackles, while the line 
‚bucking of Winkler and Hanks was most ereditable. The work of Flint's full- 
back, who was afterwards taken out of the game on account of injuries, was so 
pronounced that it is worthy of mention; it being mainly through his efficient 
work that our score was no higher. Our “backs” also deserve credit for their 
magnificent end plays, 10 yards or more being made by each play. When time 
was called at the end of the 2nd half, the score stood 17—0 in our favor—this in 
itself being sufficient to show Saginaw's improvement since the beginning of the 


season. 


This game ended our foot-ball season, and although we did not win all the 
games in which we participated, still in а way they were all our victories, for 
seldom before in Saginaw's history of foot-ball has the High School put up а 
team which played а more gentlemanly game or was more willing to face all 
obstacles in an undaunted manner than our team of 99. 


Thus ended our work on the gridiron, and we hand the “Ball” to our 
successors with the hope that they may bring as great honor to the “gold and 
black " as we have; not by a great list of victories, but by clean athletics. 
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After the close of the foot-ball season, manager Paul took charge of the 
athleties; and throughout the winter kept our Saturdays filled with events such 
as “Hare and Hounds "一 to the winner of which small prizes, donated by some of 
our more sport-loving merchants, were awarded. 

On April 10, new athletic managers and captains were elected by the 
Association, and throughout the months of April and May teams were practising 
both for track events and base-ball. The latter team after a few weeks” 
practice played a game with the Bay City High School team, May 5, and as the 
boys express it, “they were easy meat," as the score 15—11 shows. Manager 
Kerns is in the box this year and his work equals if not excels that of last year. 
Chas. Martin, last year's 1st baseman, captain's this year's team, and we hope 
by this time has proved himself capable of filling the position he occupies. 

Saturday, May 21. the East and West Side High Schools held an athletic 
meet at Sutherland's farm. Our team was victorious, capturing the meet by a 
score of 874 to W. S. 854. Hill, Weadock, and Becks received the greatest 
individual scores for the East Side, while Morgan, Barnard, and Rappleyea 
received the greatest scores for the West Side.

The cage to the right, on entering, contains: Bald Headed Eagle. This bird is the most 
intelligent in the museum, General color is brown. Owing to the length of limb and great mus- 
cular power, its gait is bold, striking, and graceful. This fine specimen was obtained near Battle 
Creek and stands confinement well. 

The cage to the left contains: Brown or Tawny Owl. These birds are remarkable for their 
round, downy heads and large, soft, blinking eyes. The voice is a long monotonous hoot. The 
facial dise is nearly white edged with a tuft of brown feathers. Disposition friendly. The young 
of this species is very fond of meyers but is a bird not favored by farmers. 

Cage А. Crane. This bird is restless in confinement and continually opens and closes its claws. 
The large iron cage connected to cage A is for exercise. That it is seldom used by this singular 
creature is clearly shown in its disposition. 

Cage No. 1. American Loon. 16 is a large bird found near the water. Its peculiar cry resem- 
bles a laugh. Its tufted head is somewhat like a bunch of dead grass and thus aids it in hiding. 

Cage No. 2, Giraffe. This stately animal is distinguished by its great height and light color. 
Its disposition is amiable. The present specimen is of great value to the menagerie. 

Cage No. 8. Chipmunk. This small brown squirrel is à habitant of Massachusetts. Its 
habits are not well known but its chattering call is familiar to all. 

Cage No. 5. Newfoundland Dog. This familiar pet is named after Oom; if he had been born 
later һе might have been called Dewey. His characteristics are curly locks, affectionate disposition, 
love of dde ren and water. He has been trained to play foot-ball and presents a ludicrous sight 
when engaged in the game. 

Cage No. 7. Louisiana Ferret. This isa new acquisition. It haunts the basement and its 
long thin body carries terror to the small green vermin that annually infest the building.
